Mat Champlon ‘Now Engaged in 


‘Wrestling Wealth From the 
Land 

Frank Gotch, retired, 
feated wrestling chawpion of the 
world, was discovered in ths loboy 

ft one of the fashionable loop hotels. 

ith Mrs.:Gotch he arrived from 
Humboldt, Ia., to take in the automo 
bile show and do a bit of shopping. 
Wearing a gray rain coat, a loppy cap, 
and a pair of heavy storm shoes, he 
was a fitting representative of the 
eorn belt, as Sepicted by petty humor- 
ists. 

Less than four years ago Gctch 
same to Coicago and defeated George 
Hackensmidt in a return match for 
the mat championship of the world 
at Comiskey park His part of the 
purse was around $20,000, and the 
world marvelled. It was the viggest 
match and the biggest purse ever re- 
ceived by the champion. Since then 
Gotch has been buried on his acres 
in Iowa, and, as far as the world 
knew, his days of glory and frenzed 
financial prosperity were over. 

A few remarks from the Iowa 
farmer, however, dispelled any idea 
that he was worrying and longing for 
the good old days. “I guess any news 
I could give you would be old stuff,” 
eaid the retired champion.

But he’s 11 months old now and 
we can leave him with the nurse 
and go around a bit. Raising corn, 
and cattle, and hogs can keep a fel- 
low just as busy as touring the coun- 
try and wrestling all comers. 

“I had $00 acres of corn this year 
and it went sixty-eight bushels to the 
acre. I've got a lot of stock, too, 
but the foot and touth disease, al- 
though it hasn't broken out in our 
section, has hurt us in the stock lin-+. 
I also have a lot of oats and hay and 
at the present price of farm products 
I am not worrying over the cost of a 
living. Corn is worth about 75 cents

What Germans Planned to do to 
Paris After Their Triumphal 
Entry 

The Kaiser has.not taken Paris. 
Consequently bis long-planned tri 
umphal march on tne gay city has 
bad to be “postponed indennitely’’ ow- 
ing to the interierence of selgium 
and Britain's litte army, The de 
tails of that march, with the events 
that were to have followed its com- 
pietion, are among gome interesting 
1acls regarding tae German plan of 
oampaigu given py the Paris Matin in 
an article entiteid “Seven Montis of 
War.” ‘Lue Germans, says the journal, 
had carried toresigh* to the lengto of 
} making preparations not only tor the 
{occupation of Paris, ‘after what they 
presumed would be its easy Couquest, 
but also for using ‘their possession of 
the cupital as a meaus of biackmail 
1oc luposing @ shameful peace on 
France. 

According to the German plan, the 
great cl.y was, in fact, divided into 
seven sections, each of which was to 
receive aq garrison of one hundred 
Uivusand Germans, Then the Kaiser, 
at the head of a million and a half of 
men, was to appear before the fallen 
city, and propose to what was left of 
the French governuicat a truce and 
pardon in return for provinces and 
gold, and perhaps also soidierg and 
paliors LO heip oun in his invasion of 
britain. Supposing the French gov- 
ernment refused, what then? A tirm 
military execution would be carried 
out, one of the sectors of Paris would 
oe systematically sacked, public mon- 
umeuts would be pillaged and destroy- 
ed, private banks robbed and then 
burned, and private houses turned 
upside down by Geran troops. 

When this exampie had been made 
4 ifes0 Uiwlmatium would be present- 
ed. In the event of a second refusal, 
auother seclor woud be handed over 
to the military, and so on from ex- 
ample to example and from looting to 
voting. ‘hey tla tered themselves 
they would soon have done with 
France. it would then be time to 
tackle that siow-coach Russia and 
bring her to her knees with all the 
forces set free by this first victory. 
Germany thought Russia would be in 
need of ammunition and unable to 
hold out for three months. She simi- 
larly counted on tr feelings of sel- 
ushaess by which she supposed Great 
-f..aln Was aulmaied by her iack ot 
preparation. 

‘:ne battie of the Marne changed all 
that. Britain, unrivalled fighter and 
generous friend, threw into the scale 
uer ships, her men, and her guineas, 
proving herseif cur brave comrade in 
the batiles of Aisne, Oise, Lys and 
Yser, while her fleets swept the seas 
of whatever German ships were left 
there. Today tLe spectre oi distress 
Stands over Germany side by side 
with the spectre of famine. At the 
end of these seven months G2rmany 
is as certainly lost ag if she had al- 
ready asked for pardon, and France, 
who still sees part of her soil trodden 

iuer toot by the filthy boots which 
have trampled on her for the last six 
months, will. scon see crumble to 
pieces the power—horrible and dis- 
graced—which, had it not been for 
her, would have imperilled for ever 
the liberty of the world.

The signalmen of 
the British fleet carry on ir work 
by means of flags, wooden semaphores 
and flashlights. The usual mode of 
signalling at short range is to run 4 
series of flags from the signal bridge 
sthead or yardarms. 
ich mean, @ letter ‘or 
word, and in time of war the code 
is continuously being altered, The seo- 
ret of the code book is one of the 
most carefully guarded in the navy. 
This precious volume has its cover 
weighted with lead, so that in the 
event of its falling overboard it will 
sink immediately, and not float, per 
haps to be picked up by the enemy. 
Should such a mishap as the loss of 
the code book occur a diver is im- 
mediately sent down in search of it. 
If he cannot recover the volume then 
the whole code is altered, 

For long-distance signalling the 

navy uses the semaphore system. The 
apparatus used for this purpose is 
similar in appearance to a road sign 
post. Two movable arms — project 
from a solid post stationed in a prom- 
inent position on the ship’s signalling 
biidge. Bach position of the arms 
means a letter to the men on the 
‘other ship observing the signals 
through strong glasses. Twenty let- 
ters can be transm:tted in a minute. 
At night brilliant flash lamps blink 
out code words when one ship wishes 
to communicate with another. Of re- 
cent years hand signalling has been 
replaced by wireless telegraphy. All 
messages are sent in code, in case hes- 
tile vessels should collect them on 
their own wireless instruments. The 
wiréless roum on a battleship is 
strictly private. In no circumstances 
are any persons other than operators 
and a few privileged officers allowed 
to enter the transmitting and receiv- 
ing room. 

Wireless for signalling purposes has 
been tried with success in connection 
with communicating with submerged 
submarines. Some time ago the Brit- 
ish subrarino D-1 was - uccessful in 
receiving wireless messages from the 
cruiser “Bonaventure,” although the 
smaller craft was running beneath the 
waves at the time. For purposes of 
manoeuvring the navy depends al- 
most entirely on its signalled mess- 
ages, and a misinterpreted sign might 
cause grave disastcr, An instance of 
this was provided some years back, 
when the “Victoria” ram-ne. the 
“Camperdown” in the Mediterranean 
manouevres. An order by flag signal 
was mistaken, anu the “Victoria” 
swerved in the direction opposite to 
that intimated by the signallers and 
her sister ship was sunk. That one 
mistake cost a million and a halt 
pounds and 700 lives.

As a 
rule our southern farmers have too 
few chickens. Pay some attention to 
them. With a little work they can 
be produced cheaply, and onough of 
them will save the necessity for pur- 
chasing lacs Every family should 
plan to a f2w head of hogs and 


the crops necessary to. feed them. ; 


The county agent will help you with 
plang in this direction. ‘Save your 
brood sows and hens and pullets. You 
cannot afford to sell any breeding 
stock, Market a part of your corn 
crop and your peas and peanuts 
through hogs and chickens. Do not 
be tempted to sell heifers or cows; 
breed them to good beef type bulls 
and grow your own meat. 

5. Cut down your fertilizer bills _by 
saving all qjanure and by planting 
clover crops. ‘Buy fertilizers careful- 
ly. Purchase only high grade mater- 
ials of the kind.you need. Some kinds 
of fertilizing materials may be high- 
priced. Do not use that kind unless 

your Lneanires it, Cro 

under add fert:lity to the so! 
and save fertilizer bills. - Landlords 
should see that their tenants foliow 
instructions and gr / as much as pos- 
sible of their supplies, as suggested 
above. This year is the most imporc- 
ant year for all farmers in the cotton 
territory to make up their minds to 
“Hve at home” as nearly as possible. 
Every dollar saved on advances has 
BO much gained at the end of the 
year; every dollar borrowed on ad- 
vances has to be paid back out of the 
cotton crop. 

6. Plant less acreage in cotton.— 
Bradford Knapp, Special Agent in 
charge Farmers’ Co-operative Demon- 
stration Work. 

There is no question that the ave:- 
age farmer can produce without great 
expense a larger number of beef ant- 
mals, if only as by-products, to the 
betterment of his farm economy. In 
this direction the farmer in the South 
enjoys unusual opportunities. In no 
other way can a considerable addition 
be go quickly made to our meat sup- 
ply as through increased attention to 
poultry and gwine on all the farms of 
the nation, and particula:ly in the 
South, where the deficiency is :o 
marked, 
~ The last census chows a lamentable 
neglect of live stock in the South. 
While the average lowa farm has ¢ 
milch cows, in North Carolina and 
Alabama it has less than 2, and in 
South Carolina 1. While the average 
Iowa farm has 35 hogs, in North 
Carolina and Alabama it has less than 
5, aud in South Carolina less than 4. 
While the average farm in Iowa has 
more than 108 head of poultry, in 
North Carolina and Alabama it has 
less than 20, and in Scuth Carolina 
less than 17, An irvestigator has re- 
cently said that the average farm 
home in Georgia produces less than 
2 eggs a week, less than two-thirds of 
an «ince of butter, two-thirds of a 
pint of milk a day, one-third of a 
hog, one-twelfth of a beef, and one 
one-hundredth of a sheep a year for 
each member of the family, and that 
the cotton crop of the state does not 
pay the state’s foo’ and feed bill. 

No southern state is giving suffic- 
fent attention to the production of 
foodstuffs either for human beings or 
for livestock, A conservative estimate 
indicates that Texas imports from 
other states annually more than $50,- 
000,000 worth of wheat, corn and 
oats; Georgia more than $24,000,000; 
South Carolina more than $20,000,000. 
Twelve southern states import more 
than $175,000,000 worth of these ‘three 
commodities and $48,000,000 worth of 
meats, dairy and poultry products, 
It may be admitted that most of 
these states should not undertake the 
producion of, these commodities for 
foreign or interstate shipment in com- 
petition with the great states of the 
Viddle West, but every student of th- 
subject must recognize the unwisdom 
of the neglect to produce enough of 
these things for the consumption of 
their people and for the laying of the 
foundation of a prospérous livestock 
development. . Too exclusive devotion 
to a gingle crop anywhere is unwise 
for normal times and spells disaster 
in times of disturbance. It is bound 
to produce just sucn a catastrophe as 
hag befallen the South It prevents 
th ae utilization of land and labor,

Commercial © Travellers’ Secure im- 
portant Enactments in Manitoba 
Ag a resuit of the ‘persistent ef- 
forts of the commercial travellers, 
| headed by F. J. C. Cox, they have got 
the Manitoba government to pass ieg- 
islation, wnich will tend to secure bet- 
ter ventilation and sanitation in coun- 
try hoteig and boarding houses, and in 
fact in all hotels in the provipce. The 
matter was decided by the idW amend- 
ments committee of the legisiature 
aud among other things it was decid- 
ed to appoint an inspector, whose duty 
it will be to enforce the new regula- 
tions, ‘74, 
The travelling men first sought to 
secure the desired legisiation by a 
bill of their own, which they introduc- 
ed to the house, and Mr. Cox appeared 
before the law amendments commit- 
tee in support of this bill, telling of 
the “abominable” conditions that ex- 
ist, It was decided after mature con- 
sideration by the committee that it 
would be better to piace the supervi- 
sion of these hotels and boarding 
houses under the ,rovincial board of 
health. Among other things to be en- 
forced is that all‘double windows be 
hinged from the top and that a %-inch 
rope with knots at intervals be pro- 
vided as a fire escape in each bed 
room. ; 
Pool rooms and barber,shops will be 
prevented from locating in basements 


unless there is su@table ventilation 
and light. 
The new regulations will provide 


for fly screens on the windows, and 
for the protection of food from un- 
cleanliness, They cover very wide 
ground,

Interesting Publications 
The Dominion Parke Branch has re- 
cently issued three publications which 
are noteworthy on account of the attract- 
ive form in which they are printed and 
the interesting matter they contain. They 
are: ‘Classified Guide, to. Fieh and 
Their Habitat, Rocky Mountains Park’’ ; 
“The Nakimu Caves’’; *‘Glaciera.of, the 
Rockies and Selkirks.’’ , 

The Fish Guide is written for the sports- 
men and naturalist rather ‘than the 
scientist. It is a compilation of first- 
hand information for anglers by one who 
has fished in all the principal. Waters 
of the Park. It takes up each locality, 
describes the best means of reaching it, 
the different varieties ‘of fish that canbe 
secured, and the best bait to use, The 
game fish of Uie Rockies include five 
species of trout, one. of which—the Lake 
Minnewanka trout—has been known to 
run as highas40 pounds, The Grayling, 
the Dolly Varden and the Cnt. Throat 
trout are found in many of the lakes and 
streams of the Park and a fish hatchery 
has recently been established at Banft 
for the purpose of re-stocking those which 
\iave become depleted. 

The second pamphlet gives an inter- 
esting account of the formation, charac- 
ter and discovery of the famous Nakina 
Caves near Glacier, B.C. ‘These inter- 
esting natural curiosities are supposed to 
be ybout 4,000 years old and consist o1 
a series of underground chambers, some 
of them fifty feet high and more than 
two hundred feet long, hollowed gut 
partly by erosion and partly by volcanic 
action, and opening into each other at 
different leyels. ‘The walls of the caves 
are covered with strange Horescent lime- 
stone formations and they reverberate 
to the roar of underground — tor- 
rents. The different chambers have 
been given names suggestive 
of their character: ‘‘The Pit’;) “The 
Marble Way’’; *“The Ballroom’’; The 
Art Gallery’; ‘‘The Judgwent Hall; 
“The White Grotto’; ‘The Bridal 
Cliamber’’; ete., and when they are lit 


with electricity ‘ak «proper. guards: and: 


handrails haye beensplaced on the stairs 
and platforms, they should be among 
the most interesting sights in the Rock- 
ies for tourists. 

“Glaciers of the Rockies | and Sel- 
kirks’’ is by Dr. A. 2. Coleman, Pro- 
fessor of Geology in the University ot 


| Toronto, and bears on the cover an at- 


tractive reproduction in color of a sketch 
of Mt. Ball, one of the picturesque 
peaks near the Divide. Dr. Coleman is 
a scientist with the imagination of a 
poet and he has written the story of 
the formation and work of the Canadian 
glaciers with all his well-known literary 
charm.,. The pamphlet should prove 
not only a great help to the student of 
glacial phenomena who visits the Parks 
but it should igspire many Canadians 
with a desire to see the wonderful moun- 
tain scenery of their own country for 
themsclyes, ‘‘to put on,’? as Dr. Cole- 
man says, ‘‘warm, strong clothes and 
hobnailed shoes and to fill one’s lunge 
with mountain air in a scramble up to 
the snowfields to see how the glacial 
machinery works.’’

any fuilare to do this renders them 
liable to prosecution, as the act pro- 
vides that every person required to 
cancel a stamp affixed to a bottle or 
puckage undet the provisions of the 
act, aud who fails or négivcta to do 
#0 by writing of or across the stamp 
initials or other marks of identifica- 
tion, together with the date uf sucb 
writing, or otherwire effectively 
caneelling the stamps, shall incor a 
penalty of nut less than $5) aud not 
ex esuing $250. ’

Canadian Red Cross 


A graphic description of the terrible 
conditions existing in Serbia at the pre- 
sent time is given by Captain FE. N. 
Bennett, commissioner in Serbia for the 
British Red Cross Society and St. John’s 
Ambulance Association. Those who 
read whut Captain Bennet says about 
the ravages of typhus and other diseases 
in the cities-and towns of Serbia cannot 
fail to realize that urgent assistance must 
be given if the lives of the clvilians as 
well as the soldiers are to be saved, and 
if the intection is net to be spread all 


The following ia a description of an 
Austrian prisoners’. camp, where 750 
Austrians have been collected :—'‘‘Dis- 
ease has fallen like a blight upon the 
camp. Atan earlier date one doctor 
was in charge of this camp, but he is 
now struck down with typhus and vari- 
ous forme of infectious malady are rag- 
ing unceecked. Typhus, dysentery, 
smallpox, diphtheria, have swept over 
the place with devastating effects. Last 
week only 20 men out of 760 could stand 
on their feet. The silence of the camp 
iy broken only by sighs and groans but 
when a stranger comes in sight, the sick 
raise themselves if they can and cry 
pitifully, ‘‘For the love of God give us 
water, give us bread.’’

And as we measure temper- 
ature by noticing the rise and fall of 
the mercury cofump, go do the French 
scientists deteimine temperature by 
measuring the expansion or contrac- 
tion of this huge structure, 

France's most powerful wireless 
station is located in the Eiifel Tower, 
and so it is the especial target of the 
German airmen who sail over Paris 
dropping bombs.

It is understood that the spc arhe 
ment is proposing to estabii 
number of experi.ertal farming 
in the west, probably in suvuiwern Al- 
berta and Souther. Saskatchewan 
with the idea of discovering what are 
thé best methods to pursue in con- 
nection with dry farming. The pian 
is to lease from a numver of farmers,. 
probabiy 26, a certain portion of their 
acreage on the condition that the 
farmer from whom the land is leased 
shall adhere gtrictly to directions to 
be supplied by the department of 
agriculture in cultivating it. 

The grain produced will be ths 
property of the farmer w!th the under 
standing that if it is required for seed 
the governmeht will have the right to 
purchase it at an advance of five cents 
per bushel on the market price. 

It is believed that experiments car- 
ried on by practical farmers under 
expert direction will, in the course of 
a few goats, demonstrate the best 
practicable methods of farming in the 
dry areas.of Western Canaua. Prot.

According to Dr. Hugh Cabot, a 
Boston surgeon, women doctors are 
“all right in certain cases,” but they

Are sex qualifications necessary got 


the practice of law, architecture, or 
painting? About all that can be said 
of the general run of men doctors is 
that they are “all right in certain 
cases,” but that limitation has go far 
not operated to discourage their 
choice of medicine as a profession. 

Dr. Cabot is further quoted in his 
address at the Massachusetts General 
Hospital: 

“Tt seems to have been a mistake to 
believe that the woman medical stud- 
ent, no matter how capable and earn- 
est she was in her medical studies, 
could afterward in ‘all cases take the 
same position relatively in the medi- 
cal world that the man doctor would.” 

Does not this criticism apply with 
equal force to 90 per cent. of men 
doctors. as against the exceptional 
few who demonstrate a real capacity 
for medical practice? Men are not 
born to be good doctors any more 
than they are born to be A sag lawyers, 
‘and if they are given the benefit of 
the doubt, why should not women 
medical students receive the same tol- 
erance? To rule women out as un- 
qualified under an arbitrary sex dis- 
tinction, and before they have enter 

ed.the profession in sufficient num- 
bers to demonstrate either their fit- 
ness or their lack of it, smacks of pre- 
judice.—New York World
